Japs Shoot 29 Bound And Helpless Americans In 
Back And Throw Bodies Into Sea, Escapee Tells 


HOUSTON, Tex ., Dec. 4 —(A P )~ T h ir­ 
ty Am erican prisoners lined up at the rail 
of a Japanese ship, w aiting to be shot. 
They had been recaptured after an al­ 
most four-m ile swim for liberty following 
the torpedoing of a Japanese prison ship 
off Zam boang a peninsula last Sept. 7 . 
The 30 w ere roped tog ether and their 
hands w ere bound behind them . Then, the 
Japs beg an shooting them* one by one— 
•hooting them in the backs. 
Tw'enty -nine of those bound and help­ 
less and hopeless men were killed. 
ONE GOT AWAY. 
The other g ot aw ay —juat as death was 
c los in g m . 
Today that m an, 23-y ear-old Tech. Sg t, 
Denver R. Ruse, home with his parents in 
Houston, told the story of his m iraculous 
escape. 
Veteran of Bataan and Correg idor and 
one of the thousand prisoners on the te rri­ 
ble “M arch of Death,” Ruse lost 7 0 pounds 
during two and one-half y ears m a Ja p ­ 
anese prison camp. 
He weig hed little more than 100 pounds 
w hen the enemy transferred him and other 
capUves from one part of the Philippines 
to another. 
“ There were 7 5 0 of ua crowded Into a 


small ship,” he relates. 
“When a torpedo 
hit us, m any were caug ht below decks in 
the hold and never had a chance. The Japs 
turned m achineg uns on those who g ot into 
the w ater. 
“We started swim m ing for shore, four 
miles aw ay . 
I was w ithin 50 y ards of dry 
land w hen the Japs came up in sm all boats 
and caug ht 30 of us. 
“They tied our hands behind us. They 
took us out to another prison ship. 
We 
were all roped tog ether, all 30 of us, stand­ 
ing in a line along the rail. 
They started 
shooting us, one by one, and I was fourth 
in line. 
CUT ROPES ON CABLE. 
“Using his sword, a Jap cut the rope 
to turn loose the first man in line. 
He was 
taken to the stern of the boat and shot in 
the back. 
He fell into the water. 
Then 
they cut loose the second m an and took 
him back to be shot. 
I found the fray ed 
end of a steel cable on the rail behind me. 
I rubbed the ropes across the sharp edg es 
until I g ot my hands free. 
I still have the 
sears on my hands. 
"I decided I’d just as soon be shot try ­ 
ing to g et aw ay as like a sitting duck so I 
m ade a break for It. I ran to the front end 
of the ship and slipped down into the 


anchor hole. 
I hid there about 20 m inutes. 
They were searching the ship for me. 
I 
heard m ore shots. 
“While the shooting was g oing on, I 
let m y self down into the w ater. 
I treaded 
w ater eery softly , to as not to stir up the 
phosphorescene. 
G radually I m oved away 
from the ship and finally lit out for the 
shore,” 
SWAM FOUR MILES TO SHORE. 
He swam four miles to shore. 
“A fellow doesn’t know how much he 
can do until he g ets in a tig ht spot like 
th at and has to,” he ex plains. 
“I don’t 
believe I could swim even one m ile now.” 
On reaching land, he joined 8 2 others 
who had escaped from the torpedoed ship. 
Natives took care of them for several 
weeks. 
Then they were picked up by U. S. 
naval forces. 
On the m arch of death he saw m any 
com rades beheaded or shot w ithout 
m e r c y . 
Later, in the prison camp. “Japs were a l­ 
way s looking for an ex cuse to finish us 
off,” he say s, “because they w ere afraid of 
us. They kept us half-starved for the same 
reason.” 
Now such w orries are behind Rose. He 
w onders how he will spend the $4.57 7 m 
back pay he collected. 


Yankees Seize Intact Bridge At Saarlautern 


Worst Kind Weather 
Plagues Americans

all of Saarlautern west of the Saar river today and poured 
across the captured bridg e under screaming shellfire from Sieg ­ 
fried line g uns to deepen their wedg e into the section of the 
city east of the stream.

Climate, if th e patient co uld af­ 
fo rd it, was co nsidered to be giv­ 
ing h im th e very best po ssible 
ch ance, but o pen air treatm ent in 
any climate was ackno wledged 
to be abo ut as go o d. 
Wh at are th e results o f th is reg­ 
imen? Well, it to o k us a lo ng timé 
to realize th at we were just fo o l­ 
ing o urselves and th e patients. 
Th en, as no w, th ree-quarters o f 
o ur patients were quite advanced 
with co nsiderable lung 
destruc­ 
tio n. W e^jut such a patient to bed 
fo r a year and in th e o pen air, o r 
o pened all th e windo ws, and fed 
h im plenty o f fo o d. 
Dangers o f Recurrence. 
He fattened up and lo o ked fine. 
Th e o pen air so o th ed do wn h is 
lungs and th e inflammatio n, so h e 
quit co ugh ing. And th en we pro ­ 
no unced h im arrested and let h im 
get up and mo ve aro und o r go to 
wo rk, and th e result was h alf th e 
time h e came back to us with in 
th ree mo nth s wo rse o ff th an h e 
h ad ever been.

WASHINGTON - - It wo uld be 
h ard to o ver-estimate th e im­ 
po rtance o f th e part played by 
Harry L. Ho pkins, th e president’s 
best friend and clo sest assistant,

Keynes and th e members o f th e 
British missio n th at led up to th e 
new lend-lease pro po sal. 
Ever since h is first visit to 
Lo ndo n fo r th e president in 1941, 
Ho pkins h as been clo se to Prime 
Minister Ch urch ill and th e men 
aro und Britain’s war leader. Th e 
relatio nsh ip th at began in a fo r­ 
mal meeting wh en Britain was de­ 
fenseless and with o ut allies h as 
no w develo ped into a clo se friend­ 
sh ip. Ho pkins and Ch urch ill talk 
frequently o n th e trans-Atlantic 
ph o ne.

works on the nation’s rivers. The 
other calls for spending $1,673,- 
000,000 over a three-year period 
to improve the highways in an­ 
ticipation of a post-war motoring 
boom. 
Noting that the bills call for ex­ 
penditure of millions of dollars in 
♦ every state, a senate leader pro­ 
phesied they will not be held up 
long in the conference committee 
where they were sent for adjust­ 
ment of differences between the 
two houses.
